nig h t at th e U n io n Iro n W orks, and yeste. 
day th e second of h er p relim in ary trial 
trips took place, u n d er th e direction of 
C aptain G oodall and L ieu ten an t F orsythe, 
U. S. N. 
T he cruiser started from th e U nion Iron 
W orks soon after 7 o’clock an d w ent slow ly 
dow n to H u n te r’s P o in t. 
F ro m th ere she 
started tow ard San Pablo Bay. 
S k irtin g 
th e A lam eda sh o re she w ound h er w ay up 
th e bay w ith o u t m ak in g an y great effort, 
and proceeded 
leisurely to 
th e n o rth . 
R eaching San P able Bay, she w ent up the 
stream fdr a sh o rt distance, an d then, tu rn ­ 
ing, steam ed o u t in th e direction of L im e 
P oint. 
As th e cruiser Dassed dow n through R ac­ 
coon S traits sh e "opened ou t” an d show ed 
the Sausalito people w hat she could do. 
b h e w ent o u t to L im e P o in t a-spinning. 
Back from th ere sh e cam e a t regulation 
steam er pace, an d plowed h er way to the 
U nion Iron W orks 
I t is denied by every one connected w ith 
th e w orks th at th e trip was m ade for the 
purpose of subjecting th e cruiser to any 
specific test either of h er m achineiy, boil­ 
ers or for speed, b u t for th e purpose only 
of sm oothing dow n h er com plicated m a ­ 
chinery and for the discovery of im perfec­ 
tions, if an y existed in th eir practical oper- 
a ’io n . 
T he h ighest pressure of steam in h er 
boilers on these last trips has been u in etv 
pounds per square inch. 
A t this pressure 
h e r propellers were driven n in ety revolu­ 
tions per m inute, and, u n d er these circum ­ 
stances. th e C harleston had no p articu lar 
difficulty in steam ing fifteen knots per 
hour, proving th a t u n d er ord in ary condi­ 
tions, such as sufficient pressure of steam 
and an increase of th e revolution of her 
propellers, sh e can an d will m ake over 
nineteen knots.

S t o c k t o n , A ugust 19th.— W hen th e S u ­ 
perior C ourt convened to-dav there was 
present nearlv every m em ber o f th e Stock­ 
ton bar. 
P. W . B ennett, J . M. K ile and S. 
I).W oods, th e com m ittee appointed to draft 
resolutions relative to T erry, presented the 
follow ing : 


W h e r e a s , On the 14th dav of August Hon, 
David b. Terry died in the county of San Joa- 
quiu; and, whereas, tor many tears he has been 
a i t ninent and an honored "member of the bar 
practicing before the honorable Court and the 
late District Court, of which this honorable 
Court, under the Constitution, is successor: and, 
whereas, at one time he, with distinguished 
learning, ability und integrity, presided over 
the Supreme Court of the Slate as Chief Jottiee; 
and, whereas, he was a member from this 
county of the iate Constitutional Convention, 
rendering valuable services to the people of the 
State, it is deemed just that his memory should 
be perpetuated in and by the records of this 
honorable Court, and to that end therefore be it 
Resolved. That the late Hon. David S. Terry 
was a man of pre-eminent mental endowments. 
He stood intellectually in the front rank of the 
distinguished men who have, by tlieir services, 
rendered the history of the Western slope illus­ 
trious-. That iris strong individuality marked 
him as one able to abide by his own judgment 
and to act upon his own volition unaided by 
the counsel of others. His Intellect was im ­ 
perious. and submitted to but few limitations 
that hedge the ordinary mind, aud thal under 
auy conditions, and in any country, he would 
have been by reason of his many great quali­ 
ties, a leader of men. 
Resolved, That as a Judge, he was great aud 
pure. Thai his judicial life is immortalized in 
his opinions which have become part ol the 
law of the commonwealth, embodied in tbe re­ 
ports of the Supreme Court of the State where 
they shall stand forever, reflecting luster upon 
hia career as a .1 udge, without a stain and above 
reproach. 
Rev ived. That as an advoeate his fidelity to 
the interests of clients was proverbial; that his 
devotion to their interests had the force of fine 
moral ins tnct, and he believed in the honor of 
his client as he believed in his own honor. 
That quality of his mind drew him to what he 
regarded as the equities of his ca*9 where he 
intrenched himself, from thence to be moved 
never, until his own iutci’e.'t and moral con­ 
sciousness were satisfied of his error. 
Resolved, That as a iriend he w aslovaland 
generous; that he enriched his friendship with 
singular nobility, aud it was a strong nature 
that oould resist his power of fascination when 
he chose to use it in winning friendship, which 
when once won, was by 
him held as a 
permanent posse.sslon forever. 
JRewlred, ‘1 hat as a private citizen he was of 
acknowledged integrity, aud in all bi< dealings 
with 
his feliow-men he was truthful and 
honest. 
Remtvcil. That for all his set vices to the Stste 
and to the people thereof he deserves to be re­ 
membered with respect. 
Tbe resolutions were adopted and Judge 
Badd ordered them entered full on tbe 
minates, and then adjourned the Court oat 
of respect to the memory of Judge Terry.

DISCUSSING 
PAPAL POLITICS. 


When all other far-away subjects are 
exhausted and domestic affairs are at a 
lull, the news gatherers and journalists 
find a never failing source for speculation 
in the politics of the Vatican. The very 
latest phase of speculation in that direction 
concerns the rumor that a syndicate is to 
be formed to purchase Jerusalem to pre­ 
sent it to the l ’ope a-; a place where he 
may set up temporal power. 
There is not 
sufficient detail at hand to warrant belief 
that there is such a scheme seriously in 
contemplation. 
Yet a new crusade to the 
Holy Land with a stout purse as the 
engine of warfare is not so improbable as 
may at first appear. 
Jerusalem is a 
burden, not a source of revenue to the 
Ottoman Empire, nor will it ever be, occu­ 
pied as it is by the devotees of four dis­ 
tinct religions, besides the remnants of the 
Jews who still cling to the desolation of 
the city. But that a Turkish Pasha should 
there have his seat, is repulsive alike to 
Greek, Jew, Catholic and Protestant. 
It 
is easy to understand therefore that a 
spirit might be kindled into flame for the 
taking of the city out of Moslem hands by 
the peaceful method of gold coin, a repre­ 
sentative of value of which the Ottoman 
Government has chronic need. On the 
other hand, Jerusalem is one of the three 
holy cities of the Mohammedans next in 
rank to Mecca, and the idea of the six 
thousand Mohammedans in the city repre­ 
senting the millions of their creed yielding 
the holy city utterly to the Pope, can 
scarcely be thought of. 
But their resi­ 
dence and the pilgrimages of the foilowers 
of the Prophet would not be inconsistent 
with the place being made a Papal seat, 
and their claims might will be recognized 
and guaranteed in the treaty of purchase, 
supposing for a moment that such a thing 
is probable. 
If such a proposition as the 
transference of the Papal seat to Jerusalem 
is ever advanced, it is impossible to fore­ 
cast what reception it will have by the 
European powers. It may be conjectured, 
however, that there will be hot opposition 
on the part of Germany. 
It is more prob­ 
able than any other speculation, that the 
Pojie will not leave Rome except by com­ 
pulsion, and it is unlikely that such force 
will ever he employed. The temptation of 
a temporal state andjrecognition as a politi­ 
cal ruler are certainly strong inducements 
for a change of Papal residence, but the 
moral effect of abandoning the Vatican 
and yielding the seat that is inseparable in 
name from the church itself, will retain 
the head of the most powerful of Christian 
churches from contemplating favorably 
any permanent removal. 
Another story that has currency in the 
press, runs that the Vatican has been look- 
to a transfer of the Papal seat from the 
banks of the Tiber to the hanks of the 
Thames. 
This is even less probable than 
the romance about Jerusalem. Sufficient 
importance has, however, attached to the 
story to justify the treatment of the ques­ 
tion in a prominent English review in a 
series of so-called “Revelations,” and to 
give the story place in the leading English 
press. Tbe argument is advanced that the 
dominance of Italian ideas in the matter 
of the control ot Latin Christianity is in­ 
tolerable; that while Leo XIII. clings 
tenaciously to the idea of temporal rule 
at the ancient scat of the Church, the 
wisdom ot his council and his own admit­ 
ted statesmanship suggest a far nobler 
scheme, attachment of the destinies of the 
Church to the spirit of the race that will 
eventually be the chief in the world, and 
which uses the English tongue, therebv 
giving the Pope better opportunity to more 
easily gratify his ambition, the exercise of 
sovereignty over a universal chnrch, mov­ 
ing abreast with the race that will fashion 
the moral and social forces that are to con­ 
trol men; that to such an end the poli­ 
ticians of the Vatican have soberly con­ 
sidered the possibility of transference ot 
the Papal seat to England, and that the 
English have really suggested the idea. 
In support, it is cited that the Pope took 
position in opposition to the advice of 
Msgr. Pérsico, his representative, against 
the Irish people in their agitation of the 
land question. This is absurd. The wis­ 
dom of the Vatican could not be led into 
the blunder of acting in any such matter 
tinder promptings from England. On the 
E iglibli side of the question it is to be 
considered as nothing short of absurdity to 
suppose that English statesmen would en­ 
ter into any compact to secure a temporary 
advantage in the Irish question by which 
they would be placed in the attitude of in­ 
viting the Papacy to establish itself on the 
Thames. 
An intelligent writer in the 
New York Tribune, referring to the matter,

CAMP SH8FIER. 


Two years ago we were called upon to 
record the devastations of a flood in^L’hina 
from an overflow of the IIoang-Ho, or Yel­ 
low river. The news is that the fickle 
but mighty stream, flowing in all its lower 
courses between artificial banks, has again 
burst its bounds and inundated nine dis­ 
tricts that have an aggregate population of 
nearly 17,000,000 of people. It does not as 
yet appear that the flood is as disastrous 
as the one immediately preceding it, but a 
great many lives have been lost and an 
immense amount of property destroyed. In 
the flood of 1887 the loss from the over­ 
flow of the river aggregated more than 
1,600,000 lives; 100 towns were swept 
away in the Chung-nou district, and 300 
more were inundated, while in the Kai- 
feng-fu district 1,500 villages were sub­ 
merged. 
In the valley of the Huai-lio 
many walled cities were broken up, and 
5,000,000 people were rendered homeless 
and destitute. In the succeeding spring, 
after the Government had expended nearly 
$3,000,000 in closing the breaches, the 
people of Honan wishing the river to flow 
in the new channel it had formed, made a 
breach in the embankments and a second 
flood occurred, 5,000 workmen on the em­ 
bankments being swept away, and ten 
large cities inundated. 
The Government 
was put to an additional expense of $10,­ 
000.000 to return the river to its bounds, 
and even then the work was of an indifler- 
ent character, so it is not at all surprising 
that the river is again running freely over 
thickly populated districts. The break in 
the embankment in 1887 occurred in Ho­ 
nan, the district immediately west of 
Shang-tnng which borders on the sea coast. 
The crevasse in this instance is in the 
Shang-tung district and about midway be­ 
tween the great Yan canal and the old 
course of the IIoang-Ho when it emptied 
into the Yellow sea instead of into the 
gulf of Pe-chi-li, as now. 
In the flood of 
1887 the waters flowed southward and en­ 
tered the grand canal referred to—and 
which extends from the Yellow river to 
the Yangtse-Kiang—near the HoDgtse 
lakes, and by that route ranched the 
Yangtse-Kiang river and the sea. 
It is 
not improbable that when full news is re­ 
ceived we will learn that the river has 
again taken this southerly course, proving 
anew what the American engineers have 
repeatedly told the Chinese Government, 
that the river should be allowed to resume 
its ancient course south of the Shang-tung 
promontory, and to again empty into tl e 
Yellow sea. 


E x p e r i m e n t s are not yet sufficiently 
numerous, nor have they been carried far 
enough, to justify positive judgment as to 
the effects of the Brown->Sequard elixir. 
But it is simple justice to say that the 
trials made to date preponderate in favor 
of the elixir as a stimulant, and, at least, a 
temporary assistant to failing physical 
power. There has been developed noth­ 
ing, however, to justify the claim origin­ 
ally made—that the medicine, or whatever 
the new agent may be termed, renews 
youth, or resupplies wasted tissue and fiber. 
There certainly are some strong evidences 
that the elixir has given new strength, 
and has enabled sinking patients to rally 
and take hold anew upon vitality. Three 
cases in San Francisco are in proof of posi­ 
tive benefits received, that of T. H. Rey­ 
nolds lieing the most pronounced. Of the 
thirty-nine cases in Cleveland, the com­ 
plaints were rheumatism, partial paralysis, 
nervous prostration, melancholia, dyspep­ 
sia of long standing and extreme debility. 
In all these cases there has been unques­ 
tioned improvement of an apparently per­ 
manent character. On the other hand, in 
some cases here and there treated in this 
country, positive ipjury has resulted from 
the hypodermic injections, and death is 
charged as the direct result in at least 
three instances, but this may have been 
due to want of skill in the preparation of 
the elixir. That the imagination has a 
great deal to do with some of the cases of 
reported benefits is not to be denied, but 
there are statements made precluding the 
possibility of the imagination effecting 
such results as have been achieved—as, 
for instance, that of the telegrapher in 
Cleveland, who lias been so grievouslv af­ 
fected with telegrapher’s paralysis that he 
has not been able for many months to even 
hold a pen, or touch a telegraphic key, 
He was treated with the elixir, and in 
twenty-four hours was able to fairly well, 
and without great effort, dispatch a mes­ 
sage. 
But we repeat, that while the new 
treatment is proving to be a stimulant, 
there has not been made a single record to 
to justify any of the original claims made 
for the “discovery,” and which remain ab­ 
surd.

COMMENT. 


The Board of City Trustees did good 
work yesterday in condemning old, worn- 
out sidewalks and awnings.

When the train reached San Jose, where 
it stopped ten minutes or so, the lady 
friends of the regiment haviDg meanwhile 
entered into a discussion as to who was the 
fleetest of foot in their car among the fair 
sex, and the dispute haviDg 
dwindled 
down to three or four, tbe competitors for 
the honor were declared to be Mrs. Colonel 
McKehJMrs. Captain Hall, Miss Mariam 
Govan, Miss Lillie Wallace, and one or two 
other ladies. They repaired to the depot 
and at the word “go” there was a grand 
jump, rnstle, and íd one or two instances, 
almost a balloon ascension. Misses Govan 
and Wallace easily left their opponents in 
the rear, and won handily on a tie. 
Next 
came Mis. McKee, with a" great stride* fol­ 
lowed closely by Mrs. Hall. The former was 
steadily gaining on Mrs. McKee, when an 
ill-fated pin tripped her, and before she 
could recover 1 erself the distance flag had 
ftllen several .'e-onds. The race was dc­ 
c ared a put-up job, and it is said another 
will take place in a short time, when the 
respective merits ot each can honestly be 
estimated. 
When the train reached Santa Cruz, line 
was formed on the depot platform and 
thence the re imcnt n a h d “in fours" to 
the camp ground, which had been named 
"Camp Shafter.” Contrary to expectations, 
all of the tents had been pitched, and they 
presented a pretty spectacle. All were new 
wall tents, having been pitched for the first 
time, and their clean white appearance had 
a pleasing eflcet cn the camp. The camp 
is 500 yards farther out the road and south 
of where it was two years ago. The grounds 
are not as good or suitable for drilling as 
where the regiment held its last camp, but 
they will have to do. 
On the way to camp, as our regiment 
passed the Fifth and Sixth Infantry Regi­ 
ments, which were camped on the grounds 
which we, with the regulars, occupied two 
years ago, the men left their tents and 
came rusbiog to the road to see onr men 
pass by. They gave cheer upon cheer for 
the First Artillery boys, and made witty 
remarks about the grub, etc. One cf them 
shouted : “If you boys can eat tripe and 
beans all your life, you won’t get sick 
here.” 
“You don’t know us,” someone 
yelled back. 
Wben camp was reached and ranks 
broken, the men all rushed for two huge 
slacks of straw, and in a remirkably short 
space of time tbe stacks were leveled to 
the ground. For each 
company there 
were eight tents for lhe enlisted men. and. 
as usual, two for the company officers, 
with here and there nn extra one. The 
non-commissioned officers, Colonel Guth­ 
rie and staff and others were all comfort­ 
ably located on the west of the main body 
of the tenis.

Company G, with 37 men, occupies the 
line of tents on the north extremity, and 
ContpaDy B, with 37 men. tbe extreme 
south row of tenis. Company A, with 42 
nten, is just scrota tbe company street from 
G, and behind A is Company C, with 42 
men. Across the street from Company C 
is Company F, with a tofal of 33 men, and 
to their rear is Company E, numbering 36 
men. The total number of men in camp 
including the Colonel and staff etc

Directly after the men arrived in camp 
the baggage wagons came up and the lug­ 
gage was given around to its owners 
Alter fixing up their tents and Inking a 
good wash all repaired to breakfas’, and 
ample justice was done tbe meal. 
The 
general expression was that the “spread" 
was a "dandy” with o d c exception—the 
coffee was too weak. One of the boys said he 
rested his cup of coffee on the bench be­ 
fore he placed it on the table. so that the 
strength would not entirely disappear from 
the snaking up of the contents of the cup. 
This is an easy matter to remedy, and the 
rest of the bill of fare is really good, and 
there will be no cause for complaint if 
during the rest of the week the victuals 
are as plentiful and well cooked as thev 
were to-day. 
Guard mount was held at 10 o'clock this 
morning, and though the different details 
went at it in a sort of rough and tumble 
manner they got through with it. There 
are eight posts around the camp and of 
course the guard house is up, but as yet it 
hss no occupants in the shape of mis­ 
creants. Captain John C.M>k of Company 
B is officer of the day, to-dav, and Lieu­ 
tenant Siuionds cf Company C and Lieu­ 
tenant Gett cf Company E'are officers of 
the guard. 
The Fifth Infantry 
Regiment, under 
command of Lienteuant-Coionel Coleman 
(Colonel Donahue, the commanding officer, 
being absent from the State), broke camp 
this morning, as did also tne Sixth Regi­ 
ment, nnder Colonel I-ehe of Stocktcn.

MODERN S C IE N ;E HAS DEMONSTRATED 
T hat w ater stored in ponds collects large qu an ­ 
tities of organic m atter w hich becomes food for 
plant life, so th at a t every m om ent of its flow 
the w ater is depotiting in the soil infinitesim al 
particles of m at er w hich nourish and fructify 
it. 
This is a feature of irrigation whose im ­ 
portance can not be overestim ated. 
Instead 
o f draining the soil of its nutrition and carry­ 
ing it away, as in m any cases rainfall docs, this 
system is a daily aud li urly fertilizer. 
At the first session of the last Congress, Sena­ 
tor Stew art continued, an Act was passed re­ 
serving as an inalienable pvrt of the public 
dom ain all lands th a t are suitable for reser­ 
voirs 
One hundred thousand dollars was ap­ 
propriated for the purpose of m aking surveys 
to discover aud m ark out tiie boundary o f such 
places. At the last session f25O,0CO was appro­ 
priated for the sam e purpose. 
It is well-known 
th a t on nearly all our m ountain ridges there are 
lake spaces in large num bets, in which w ater 
lodges all the year round. By com paratively 
slight expense, th a t is to say. by slight in com ­ 
parison w ith the benefits to be conterred, thess 
spaces can be turned into reservoirs for the 
storage of w ater, w hich, bv the use of a proper 
system of gates, could be let daw n into the val­ 
leys during the season of growing crops.

IRRIGATION IN PLACER COUNTY. 7 


A M e e tin g H e ld a t L o o m is a n d a G ood 
S ta rt M a d e. 
On Saturday evening last at Loomis, 
Placer connty, a moat important enterprise 
as effecting the fnlnre of Placer county was 
inaugurated by a meeting of representative 
land-owners of that locality, taking practi­ 
cal action to bring a large unfailing supply 
of water ftom the mountains to irrigate the 
fruitfnl foothill lands of lower Placer 
county. 
For a month past the water sup­ 
ply lor irrigation has been very short, and 
a large amount of damage has been done to 
the fruit crops. 
A committee of investiga­ 
tion sent up by the irrigators to the mount­ 
ains to examine the sources of water sup­ 
ply. had reported a poor outlook for the 
future as to water supply if dependent 
alone on the present system. 
The serious­ 
ness of the situation led to an agitation of 
the water supply question, which finally 
resulted in a proposition from the Sierra 
Wa’er Company, controlling water rights 
on the North Fork of the American river, 
near Towle’s, to the water consumers and 
land owners of Placer county to subsctib? 
to the capital stock of the company acd 
thus raise the necessary funds for con 
struction. 
At the meeting referred to $8,000 was 
subscribed by the small number present 
toward the first $100.000 subscription re­ 
quired before commencing active opera­ 
tions. 
It is intended tbat water shall be 
delivered by the first of August, 1890; tbe 
es ¡mated cost of the system being $350,000, 
Tbe company have an unfailing supply of 
running water, and propose to bring 6 000 
miners' inches to Auburn for distribution 
from that point, over the 35,000 acres of 
land that can be irrigated from it. 
Tbe present Bear river system is depend 
ent for water supply in summer on other 
di ches that cannot be depended on to sttp- 
P^V it, and its capacity is so small that the 
limit of cultivated area tbat can bo irriga’ed 
from it has been passed. 
This Urge supply of water insures a large 
increase in the frnit growing area and a 
great appreciation in land value, encourag­ 
ing investment and utilization. The water 
will be clear and pure and suitable Tor do­ 
mestic use, and it is claimed ftually there 
will h i developed over 5,000 horse power, 
adj-.cent to the line of the railroad, tbat. 
can be utilized for manufacturing indus­ 
tries to even better advantage and profit 
than the water power at Folsom. 
Sacra­ 
mento's interest in the success of this enter­ 
prise is onty second to that of Placer 
county. The enormous impetus tbat the 
development of Placer county resources 
will take cannot fail to favorably influence 
tbe trade of Sacramento. Tbe rnaDy Sac- 
ramett’o people who have so largely in­ 
vested in Placer county lands daring the 
last few years are interested in seeing that 
this enterprise, which will make it possible 
to utilize- their properties, receives sub­ 
stantial financial encouragement.

TWO DEMANDS MADE UPON THE CITY 
FOB DAMAGES.

The City Board of Trustees held its regu­ 
lar session 
yesterday. 
Present—Mayor 
Gregory, Street Commissioner McLaughlin 
and Water Works Commissioner Wolfe. 
The report of the Engineer of the Water 
Works showed that there were 45,217,000 
gallons of water pumped during the week, 
the Holly pump running 110 hours, and 
the Stevens pump 154 hours. 
F. T. Burke appeared and asked permis­ 
sion to repair the sidewalk in front of bis 
property on Second street, between I and J, 
work on which had been stopped by the 
Street Commissioner. He stated that there 
were inequalities in the sidewalk on that 
block, and that the City Engineer had es­ 
tablished different grades in front of differ­ 
ent pieces of property. The grade estab­ 
lished for Mr. Burke is several inches below 
that of the adjoining property, and he said 
he had raised his building once to what 
was given him as the grade, and he did not 
propose to keep raising his building in or­ 
der to suit the notions of different en­ 
gineers. 
The matter was left undecided for the 
present, and the members of the Board 
will visit and examine the premises. 
J. R. Tolies complained that the sprink­ 
ling on Nineteenth street, from R to T, was 
not properly done, and on the representa­ 
tions made by Mr. Tolies, the contractor 
was fined $10, 
The following communicatión from ex­ 
Cemetery S u p erin ten d en t W ilson was read: 
7b the Honorable Board of Truttces of the City of 
Sacramento—Gfjjti.emen: The Daily Bee having 
published sundry articles in reference to the

L. E. Graham, residing on Eighth and 
H streets, asked permission to lay down a 
plank sidewalk. 
No action was taken 
thereon. 
S. S. Holl appeared and argued in favor 
of the opening of certain streets in the 
northeastern portion of the city, on be- 
halt of T. C. Churchman and others. The 
streets desired to have opened are C, JJ and 
E, from Twenty-Bixth to Twenty-ninth, 
and from Thirtieth to Thirty-first. 
Judge Holt- also presented a demand 
front Mrs. F. C. Knauer for $500, for dam­ 
ages alleged to have been sustained by her 
in consequence of the foul condition of 
the Thirty-first street canal. A demand 
was further made that the afieged nuisance 
be abated. 
Another demand was presented by Judge 
H oll from C. W. Hoyt, the owner of the 
blocks between Sixth and Ninth, X and Y 
streets, where the city sewage is alleged to 
overflow the ground and create a stench, 
for $5,000 damages and costs, and the abate­ 
ment cf the so-called nuisance. 
These several demands were supported 
by more or less argument by the attorney. 
They were placed on file, and the matters 
laid over for future action. 
Eli Mayo appeared before the Board, and 
asked for thirty days further time in which 
to fill certain low lots at Sixth and P 
streets. He said that just now material 
was exorbitantly high, and if given time 
he would have the lots filled before the 
rains come. 
H e was required to give a bond in the 
sum of $100 to have the places filled within 
sixty days. 
A similar order was made in the matter 
o i*h e low lots owned by Fred. Werner, in 
the same vicinity. 
Mrs. Holzman asked permission to repair 
a wooden awning in front of her property 
on J street, between Eighth and Ninth. 
All the other porches in the vicinity, the 
lady said, were wooden, and she did not 
see any use in requiring one person to con­ 
struct a suspended balcony on that block 
years in advance of others. 
Action was laid over until the next 
meeting.

The highest and lowest temperatures one 
year ago to-day were 96° and 58°. 
One 
year ago yesterday was the beginning of 
the third hot spell in August. The first 
one was from the 3d to the 8th, and the 
highest temperature 104°. The second was 
from the lOi’h to the 14th. the highest be­ 
ing 102°. The third was from the 19th to 
the 29ih, the highest temperature being 
108°. 
The 30 h only had a maximum 
temperature of 88°, but the 31st recorded 
1C0°. There were during August of last 
year twenty-three days with a temperature 
above 90°, the highest being 108°, and nine 
days with a temperature of 100° and over, 
the highest being 108°. 
The first nineteen days of August, 1888, 
gave twelve days in which the temperature 
was above 90°—the highest, 104°. The 
first nineteen days of the present month 
have inclnded ten days with a temperature 
above 90°, the highest being 102°. 
If we are to be bleet—or cursed, as the 
case may be—with as niaDy hot days in the 
remainder of the month as there were 
during the same dates last year, we woold 
have eleven more hot one’s, bnt it is to be 
hoped that a maximum of 108° will not be 
reiched this month or next. For Septem­ 
ber, 1888, Irom the 6th to the 11th, in­ 
clusive, the temperature was 100° and over, 
the highest being 106°, and there were 
eight days in ihat month with a temper­ 
ature of Í00° and over, and seventeen above 
90°. It was a scorcher never to be forgot­ 
ten, and the hottest September on record.

SACRAMENTO WILL NOT COMPETE FOE 
8TATE FAIR PRIZES. 


M eetin g o f th e G ran gers’ C om m ittee- 


W ork C ut O ut fo r V ariou s Sub-C om - 


m itte s —F in e D isp la y P ro b a b le. 


Y*esterday was the day appointed tor the 
meeting of the committee appointed by 
Pomona Grange to consider the advisabil­ 
ity of making a county exhibit at the com­ 
ing State Fair, and to determine whether 
or not it should be a free exhibition or 
entered in competition against those of 
other counties. 
The full committee is 
composed of George 0. McMullen, E. Greer, 
L. H . Fasseit, J. H . Hamilton, A. A. Krull, 
M. Toomey, George W. Hack, Mrs. Mc­ 
Mullen, Miss Minnie Lynch and Mrs. A. 
M. Plummer. 
There were present at yesterday’s meet­ 
ing Messrs. McMullen, Greer, Hamilton, 
Krull, Toomey and Hack. Mr. McMullen 
presided, and Mr. Hack acted as Secretary 
In order to bring the matter properly be­ 
fore the committee, Mr. Toomey moved 
that a county exhibit be made, and that 
the same be entered for competition for the 
prizes offered by the State Board of Agri­ 
culture. 
The motion was seconded by Mr. Krull. 
Mr. Hack moved to amend by making 
the exhibit a free one, provided sufficient 
funds can be got to defray the expense. 
Mr. Toomey said he had traveled about 
considerably among the farmers, and he 
found a great many opposed to making a 
non-competitive exhibit. W hile they ad­ 
mitted tbat this county possessed an advan­ 
tage over more- remote ones in the matter 
of making au exhibit, still they felt that, 
whichever kind of an exhibit Sacramento 
should make, those 
of other counties 
would suffer in comparison, and probably 
not much more in the one case than in the 
other. 
Mr. Greer said thal last year the same 
question came up. He was in favor of a 
tree exhibit, so that the money that would 
probably come to Sacramento in the way of 
prizes might be distributed among outside 
counties. Sacramento received greater di­ 
rect benefits from the fair than any other 
county, and he believed that it would be 
best to allow those counties that had to go 
to greater expense in the matter to have on 
open field for competition. 
By adopting 
this plan exhibits were made bv a greater 
number of counties than would’otherwise 
have come in. This materially added to 
the success of the fair, and Sacramento was 
correspondingly benefited. 
The countv 
would have got only $500, anyhow, by 
winning the first prize, and the result was 
worth many thousand 
dollars to her. 
Our people have at their doors almost 
everything that grows on God’s green 
earth, and they could put fresh fruits, etc., 
into the fair every day with the dew still 
fresh upon them. No other place could 
compete with Sacramento in this respect. 
Last year the outside counties came in; 
the people here gave their representatives 
a grand banquet and treated them nicely. 
The plan was found to be a great success. 
There was no lack of money with which to 
make a fine exhibit. This year the Super­ 
visors had appropriated, under the law, 
$200 toward the expense of an exhibit of 
the county’s products, and he had no doubt 
the City Trustees would give $150 more. 
The expense would not be as great as last 
year, as there would be less traveling about 
for cereals. The exhibit of this class ot 
products last rear was very fine, and Sacra­ 
mento could nave had the premium had 
she been a competitor, but it was worth 
thousands of dollars to ns to do as we did. 
He favored a similar procedure this year. 
Mr. Krull said he quite agreed with Mr. 
Greer that it would be best for Sacramento 
not to compete against other counties, bnt 
to take snch action as would tend to induce 
the largest possible number of them to 
come here. 
Mr. McMullen expressed similar views 
on the subject. 
Mr. Greer remarked that the course pur­ 
sued by Sacramento county last year gave 
great satisfaction to the DirecTors of the 
State Board, as they found that one of the 
strongest reasons given by other counties 
for not making exhibits was the fear that 
Sacramento county would compele. 
Mr. Toomey accepted Mr. Hack’s amend­ 
ment—making the exhibit a non-competi­ 
tive one—and as amended, the motion was 
carried. 
The matter of appointing sub-committees 
was then taken up. 
Mr. Greer thought 
there should be two committees of ladies, 
one on floral and one on general decora­ 
tions. 
On motion of Mr. Toomey, it was de­ 
cided that these committees should each 
consist of seven ladies, and the following 
were appointed : 
Floral Committee—Mrs. E Greer, Mrs. 
J. H. Hamilton. Miss Della Krull, Mrs. 
George T. Rich, Miss Etta Plummer, Mrs. 
EHC. Alsip and Miss L’zzie Aiken. 
On Decorations—Mrs G. C. McMullen, 
Mrs. 8. H. Jackman, Mrs. Charles H all, 
Mrs. J. L. Huntoon, Mrs. J. P. Odbert, Miss 
Alice Greenlaw and Miss Belle Johnston. 
After some discussion as to the more 
effective method of gathering articles for 
exhibition, the following committees were 
selected : 
On Cereals—G. W. Hack, M. Toomey and 
A. A. Krull. 
Fruits and Vegetables—G. C. McMullen, 
E. Greer and J. H. Hamilton. 
Mr. Toomey moved that Messrs. Greer 
and McMullen be named as a committee to 
call upon the City Trustees to solicit finan­ 
cial aid for the enterprise to the extent of 
$150. 8o ordered. 
Mr. Krull was, on motion of Mr. Toomey, 
appointed to take charge of the exhibits as 
they arrive, and superintend their place­ 
ment.

STATE FAIR POOLS. 


KilXlp th e S u ccessfu l B id d er— Som e O ther 
Itiu ln eM T ra n sa cted . 
The Executive Committee of the State 
Board of Agriculture, consisting of Messrs. 
Green, Hancock, LaRue, Chase and Snip- 
pee, met yesterday to open bids (or the 
pool-selling privileges at the coming State 
Fair, and for the transaction o f other de­ 
tail work relating thereto. 
President Green made a report of the 
probable county exhibits. 
He referred to 
the selection of space by 8an Joaquin, 
Co Una, Nevada, Placer, Humboldt, A m a­ 
dor, Fresno aod Merced, and of the proba 
bilily ot Yolo coming in. 
Butte, he said, 
was in doubt, as there seems to be the same 
old opposition by one of the principal con­ 
tributors from tbat county, who "Gen- 
eral'My opposes races and kindred inao 
cent sports. Until this opposition is over­ 
come and a more progressive spirit shown, 
we shall in all probability lose the presence 
of that most prolific countv at our State 
Faira. 
The increased number of entries for races 


and for live stock premiums is taxing the 
resources of ihe Society to its utmost for 
stall room. The Directors have, however, 
resolved to overcome tais io a measure by 
the erection of a cottage stable ot fifty-four 
stalls. 
Bids were asked for from several of 
the principal local contractors, and the fol­ 
lowing-named individuals and firms sub­ 
mitted these figures: 
Messrs. Carle & 
Croly, $6.191; J. F. Bobu. $5,344: C. Schind­ 
ler, £4.500; Siller Bros.. $4,410. 
The contract was awarded to the Messrs. 
Siller, who were to perform the work in 
twenty days as per specifications. After 
deliberating over the matter, this firm con­ 
cluded it could not accomplish the work 
for the figure named, and refused to sign 
the contract for less than $200 more. 
This the committee refused to give, 
claiming that they bad acted in good faith. 
Believing they were dealing with business 
men, they said they had not exacted the 
usual check to accompany the bids, and 
the result was they had been played upon. 
The members present 
freely expressed 
themselves upon what they termed the un­ 
business-like methods of the firm named, 
and plainly intimated that in future trans­ 
actions any offers from that source would 
receive little notice. 
The Board will, in all probability, con­ 
struct the buildings by day s work. 
In response to the advertisement for bids 
for the pool privileges, but two bids were 
received, one from J. N. Killip for $8,250, 
or 65 per cent., and one from H. Schwartz 
& Co. for $8,100, or $900 per day, or 65 per 
cent. 
The bid of 65 per cent, from Mr. Killip 
was accepted.

The wheel privilege at the park was re­ 
ferred to the Superintendent of the park, 
with instructions to let it to the highest 
bidder, no bid less than $2,000 to be con­ 
sidered.

N ew Y o r k , August 19th.—A portion of 
the flat on Seventh avenue, near Twenty- 
eighth street, a regular death-trap, was 
burned this m orning at 10 o’clock. 
Men, women and children were lost and 
and a large num ber were seriously injured. 
The dead are W illiam Otennos! 60 years 
of age; Mary Wales, 31 years; Jane Wales, 
aged 4 years; Tommy Wales. 2 years: Bertha 
I.ustig, 40 years; W illiam McKee, 47 years, 
Jane Jeffrey, 65 years; Nellie Geoghegan, 
20 year.-; unknown woman, 45 years. 
Thirteen families were made homeless. 
Less than $10,000 will cover the damage 
done to property. The bnilding was a five- 
story brink iu the m iddle of the block of 
tenements. 
The scenes were heartrending. All the 
inmates, in night-clothing, rushed fran­ 
tically about trying to escape a frightful 
death. 
M any were successful by fleeing to the 
attic and escaping through the skylight and 
ro^f to adjoining buildings. 
5C *ere are su picirus circumstances in 
connection with the fire. They will be in­ 
vestigated by the police. As a result of 
the discoveries, restaurant-keeper John 
Snyder and tbe cook, W alter Brooks, were 
arrested on the charge of arson. They oc­ 
cupied the ground floor of the building, 
where the fire originated. 
One of the saddest incidents of the dis­ 
aster was the death of Mrs. W ales and two 
little children. 
W hen aroused the father, 
with the two eldest children in bis arms, 
started for the roof and called his wife to 
follow w ith tbe two younger ones. The 
sinoke wes so thick that she lost her way, 
for when her husband reached the top of 
the floor he could see her nowhere. H e 
lett the two children he had in charge on 
the roof and started back to her assistance, 
but the flamee drove him up again. The 
bodies of all three were found in the hall­ 
way by the firemen. 
They had been 
sm othered and horribly burned. 
Miss Nellie McGeogbegan. who died while 
trying to assist her aged auut, Mrs. Jeffries, 
to escape, was a beautiful girl of 18. She 
was devoted to the care of her aunt, who 
was an invalid. 
Their room s were over 
the place where tbe fire burned the fiercest. 
They were literally penned up in the apart­ 
m ents. 
The woodeu fire escape outside 
offered no means of escape, because it was 
m erely a landing and had no drop-ladder. 
Several tenants, including F rank Burke, 
said the fire originated in the kitchen in 
the rear of the restaurant. 
8nyder had an insurance policy for $1,000 
in his pocket when arrested.
